YANKEE FISHERMEN. 


THE SUBJECT OF WARM DISCUSSION IN THE 
DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, March 16.—The act to re- 
new the modus vivendi for the benefit of 
United States fishermen has caused an an- 
imated discussion in the House of Commons, 
Mr. Tupper moving its second reading. 

Mr. Lauries asked the reason of the new de- 
parture in the present act. Hitherto the 
constitution of Canada had yearly renewed 
the modus vivendi and so avoided the inter- 
pretation put upon the agreement of 1818. 
He urged that the matter be held in abey- 
ance and that the act be renewed year by 
year rather than invest the Government with 
such extensive powers. 

Mr. Tupper pofnted out that it had been 
found necessary year by year to take action 
in the matter of the modus vivendi, as fisher- 
men from United States ports came over and 
wanted to see what action was going to be 
taken. It had therefore been found neces- 
sary for the Governor in council to authorize 
the issuing of interim licenses, and on this 
account the. present action was deemed 
necessary.

Mr. D. D. Bothwell said the Administration 
had never admitted thatthe United States 
had any legal rights to the concessions 
granted under the modus vivendi. In his 
Opinion it was timeto learn what were their 
rights. While he would dealliberally with 
the neighboring republic inall commercial 
matters, he would not cede to it one sover- 
eign right. He asked the Houseto look at 
‘*the Americans dealing with Canada in the 
Behring Sea matter.’” There was a sea 
4,000 miles in extent, but no question 
was raised till Russia set up some new pre- 
tensions which the United States claimea to 
have purchased. These pretentions were 
being pushed and, contrary to ancient usage, 
Canadian rights were being ignored. On the 
east coast there was.a number of liand 
locked bays, butif these were morethan six 
miles from shore to shore, the United States 
demanded the right of fishing in their waters 
between the three mile limits. The govern- 
ment was making great concessions, but 
would the United States make these conces- 
sions as regarding the Behring Sea? 

Sir John Thompson said there was no sur- 
render ofany sovereign right when Canada 
forced the United States firshermen totake 
licemses to fish in Canadian waters. He 
deprecated the toneof the discussion and 
reminded the House that very important 
questions were now being discussed between 
the countries withthe view of settlement, 
but it was desirable to avoid expressions 
which might tend to interfere with the 
negotiations.

THEY DECLARE THE ENACTMENT TO BE 
UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Minority Opinion Dissenting From the 
Decision of the Supreme Bench—Silver 
and the Tariff Pending Subjects of 
Legislation—To-day’s Proceedings in 
Congress—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—When the 


The evidence | 


Supreme Court decided that the McKinley bill 
was valid and constitational, despite the fact 
that the thirtieth section of the act, as it 
passed Congress, was omitted from the en- 
rolled bill, and also despite the presence of 
the reciprocal section, Chief Justice Fuller 
and Justice Lamar dissented from the opinion 
of their associates asto the constitutionality 
of the reciprocity section, although holding 
with the majority that the act as 
a whole could not be disturbed. Their 
dissent was expressed orally, but since then 
their views have been reduced to words, and 
to;morrow Will be placed with the opinion of 
the majority. They argue that the reciprocity 
section is unconstitutional, for the reason 
that it delegates to the President the legis- 
lative power vested by the Constitution in 
Congress alone. Quoting the section they 
say: 
**We do not think that legislation of this 
character is sustained by any decision 
of this court, or by precedents in con- 
gressional legislation numerous enough to 
be properly considered as the practice of the 
Government. The section now under con- 
sideration does not, as was provided in the 
statutes of 1909 and 1810 entrust the President 
with the ascertainment of a fact therein de- 
fined upon which the law Is to go into opera- 
tion. It goes further than that, and deputes 
to the President the power to suspend an- 
other section in the same act whenever ‘he 
may deem’ the action of any foreign nation 
producing and exporting the articles named 
In that section to be ‘‘reciprocaily unequal 
and unreasonabie;’* and it further deputes 
to him the power to continue that suspension 
and to impose revenue duties on the articles 
named for suchtime as he may deem just. 
This certainly extends to the President the 
exercise of those discretionary powers 
which the constitution has vested tn the law- 
making department. 

**These features of this section are, in our 
opinion, a palpable violation of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and serve to dis- 
tinguish it from the legislative precedents 
which are reiied upon to sustain it as the 
practice of the Government. But in any 
event such legisiative precedents could not 
avail as authority against a clear and un- 
doubted principle of the constitution.’’

Marquis De Mores and Sub-Prefect Isaac 
Fight a Duel. 

Paris, March 16.—Socilety is greatly stirred 
up Over the serious wounding of M. Isaac, 
the Sub-Prefect of Fourmies, by the Marquis 
Ge Moresina duel fought yesterday. Ever 
since the Fourmies riots, when the military, 
at the instigation, it is claimed, of M. Isaac, 
fired among the working people, Killing and 
wounding women and chiidren, as well as 
men, M.Isaachas been the object of fre- 
quent and bitter attack on the part of the 
Socialists. He wasupheld by M. Constans, 
and this was one prominent cause of that 
Minister’s unpopularity and indirectly of the 
disruption of the Cabinet and the rejection of 
M. Constans by the new Premier, M. Loubet. 

M. Edouard Drummont,in a recent book, 
alluded to M. Isaac in a severe manner and 
was promptly challenged by the Sub- Prefect, 
who is a person of considerable courage, 
They fought with pistois and both were 
wounded, M. Drummont getting decidedly 
the worst of the encounter. 

The information that Mores had chosen 
swords for the weapons was not agreeable to 
Isaac, who would have preferred pistols, 
the same weapons with which he had fought 
Drammont. Mores is known to be an expert 
swordsman and has boasted of his ability to 
kill any fencer who should dare to face him. 
Isaac, however, did not hesitate. He ac- 
cepted the terms and authorized his seconds 
to arrange the oreliminaries. The two men 
met yesterday morning. Isaac, it is said, 
spent a good part of the previous night prac- 
ticing with a well known fencing master, It 
is usual for duelists to give some token of 
recognition before the deadly encounter, but 
the Marquis would not even notice his antag- 
onist, and seemed to walt with impatience 
for the word. 

From the first the Marquis pressed the 
fighting. Isaac held his own bravely, but 
was no match for the skilland tmpetuosity 
The Marquis evidentiy 
meant to kill, and Isaac knewtt. The men 
kept their presence of mind or the fight 
would have ended at once, for the Marquis 
was ready to take advantage of the slightest 
slip on the part of Isaac, who showed a sxill 
that encouraged his friendsand seemed to 
astonish De Mores. 

it was by a skilifal feint that De Mores suc- 
cseded in disabiing his man. He made a 
thrust asifat the left breast, and as Isaac 
made a motion to parry the blow De Mores, 
with almost inconceivable swiftness struck 
fiercely and forcibiy to the right, plunging 
his weapon into the breast of Isaac. 

The latter staggered, the blood pouring 
from the wound. He held onto his sword and 
made a motion as ff to attack De Mores again. 
The latter stood calm, and turning to his sec- 
ond asked fora cigar. This was handed to 
him, and lighting it he quietly smoked while 
the condition of Isaac was being examined. 
The attending surgeons pronounced the

ARTHUR WILLIAMS CHARGED WITH

A Wife Pieads for Her Condemned Hus

LIVERPOOL, March 16.~A great sensation 
has beeu caused by the arrest of Arthur Wil 
Hams of Dinham “Villa, Rain Hill, 
Liverpool, for murder. In July Williams 
married Miss Mather, a local belié and 
went to Austrailia. He has just been arrested 
there for murdering his wife and cementing 
ber body beneatha fire-place. The people of 
Rain Hillon hearing this news remembered 
that some time before Williams’ departurea 
lady and two children had been seen to visit 
Williams’ villa and had not been observed 
afterwards. To-day the police searched the 
villaand found the bodies of a woman and 
two children cemented beneath the 
fire-place in the same manner as the 
body of Williams’ wife is reported to have 
been found in Australia. The bodies of the 
children were wrapped in a damask table 
cloth. It is supposed that these are former 
victims of Williams. Two more bodies have 
Deen found—one is that of a_ girl of 
twelve who had been strangled, the other 
that of a baby a year old with the throat eut. 
The bodies of the woman and two children 
previously unearthed also had their throats 
cut. From various indications the sugges- 
tion has been made that Williams was the 
original ‘‘Jack, the Kipper.’’ 


BATTLE WITH BURGLARS. 


AN EXCHANGE OF SHOTS ON A TRAIN—ONE MAW 
CAPTURED. 


WILMINGTON, Del., March 15.—A desperate 
battle between four burglars who blew open 
safes and robbed stores in Milford, Del. ,Sun- 
Gay night, and three constables, occurred on 
arapidly moving train early this morning. 
The burglars boarded the Norfolk Express 
due here at4:i5a.m. They were recognized 
by the constables who had also boarded the 
train. After the train left Dover, the con- 
stables attempted to arrest their men. The 
latter retreated to the platform of one of the 
carsand opened fire which was returned by 
the constables. Constable Smith received a 
fesh wound in the cheek and a trifiing 
wound in the right hand. The burglars 
jumped off the train while it was running at 
a Hhigo rate of speed and disap red in the 
darkness.

Time and Place Fixed for the 
Democratic Conventions. 


The State Central Committee Finishes 
Its Work Promptly. | 


ST. LOUIS, SEDALIA AND JEFFERSON CITY 
THE PLACES NAMED. 


On May -11 the Delegates’ Convention 
Meets at Sedalia, July 6 the Judicial 
Convention at St. Louis and: July 19 
the State Nominating Convention at 
Jefferson City—Basis of Representation 
Diecussed—Other Business Transacted 


At 10:30 o’clock this morning the Democratic 
State Central Committee was called to order 
in the reading-room of the Laciede Hotel. 
There was a full attendance present, and the 
hotel rotunda was filled with state and city 
politicians interested in the business to be 
transacted by the committee. The chief 
purpose for which the meeting of to-day had 
been called was that of fixing the time and 
place for the holding of the State and 
Judicial Nominating Convention, and the 
place for holding the delegates’ 
convention of May 11, the interest 
in which has been rapidly developing in in- 
tensity forsome time past. When to-day’s 
meeting opened there were present Chas. C. 
Maffitt of St. Louls, Jasper N. Burks of 
Farmington, J. H. Fink of Salisbury, Col. W. 
H. Phelps of Carthage, B. P. Balley of Ful- 
ton, J. IT. Dunn of Troy, A. M. Allen of Kan- 
gas City, John H. Carrollof Unionville, J. W. 
Thomas of Albany, Thomas Ryan of Jt. Joe, 

D, Tolson of Fayetseville, 

Delaney of Springfield, 

Allen of Piedmont. The 

first business taken up by the committee was 

the work of fixing the dates of the State and 

Judicial Conventions, the decision that they 

should be set for separate and distinct dates 
having been reached on Jan. 27, last. 

The discussion over this point occupied the 
committee’s time in executive session for 
more thanan hour. There was some argu- 
ment favoring a reconsideration of the 
action of January last, and in favorof fixing 
both conventions for the same date 
and place, but the majority of the 
committee opposed a reconsideration of this 
decision and pressed the point of naming the 
respective dates at this morning’s session. 
This sentiment prevailed, and at 11:30 o’clock 
a recess of five minutes was taken and the 
committee announced its settlement of con. 
vention dates as follows: 

THE CONVENTION DATES. 

For the Judicial nominating convention, 
July 6 was selected as the date upon which it 
will be held. 

For the regular Democratic State Conven- 
tion the date fixed was July 19. 

This settlement of the first of the two im- 
portant questions coming before the con- 
vention also practicaHy settled the problem 
of whether or notthe same place would be 
selected for the holding of the two conven- 
tions. The opinion was freely expressed im- 
mediately following the announcement of the 
above action, that the State and Judicial 
conventions would not both go to one point, 
and this was ep teyeed confirmed by the 
further action of the committee in inviting 
representatives of those places competing for 
the convention to appear at once and present 
the claims of their respective cities. 

There were only three points striving for 
the honor, viz. Sedalia, Jefferson City and 
Springfield, and their representatives 
promptiy appeared before the committee to 
urge the claimsof their towns. The cam- 
paign in behalf of the latter point was under 
the leadership of Committeeman ‘‘iom’’ 
Delaney, and itis understood that one of the 
arguments advanced was that the holding of 
a Democratic Convention there would en- 
hance the chances for the election of a Demo- 
cratic Mayor of Springfield.

The Suspended Professor Prepares a 
Statement. 


HIS ACCOUNT OF THE CAUSES WHICH LED 
TO HIS DISMISSAL. 


He Recites the History of His Connection 
With the College of Physicians’ and 
Surgeons and Criticises the Conduct of 
the Faculty in His Case—The Dean’s 
Denial—Students’ Action. 


The internal dissension in the faculty of 
the College of Physicians & Surgeons aris- 
ing from certain charges preferred against 
Dr. Louis Bauer, until recently a member of 
that faculty, and ending in the dismisgal of 
Dr. Bauer from the faculty, now has another 
chapter added toits history. Dr, Bauer, in 
hisown defense, has prepared a-statement 
for publication, setting forth his side of the 
case at length. The statement reads as 
follows: 


DR. BAUER’S STATEMENT. 

The public have been informed of the events 
transpiring recently in the college, in which 
l appear as the central figure, and which 
resulted inmy dismissal, and the endorse- 
ment of the acts of the Faculty by th® presi- 

dentand secretary of the graduating class. 
I have waited until the session terminated 
its existence, so that I could place before the 
profession, the public and my friends a full 
explanation of Act Il. Scene 1 and 2 and some 
other facts which might explain the full 
meaning and significance of professional 
dignity, medical ethics, et id genus omnium. 

Prior to the reorganization of the college 
eighteen months ago, my father was the 
Dean and I the secretary of the Faculty and 
Board of Trustees. At that time the ipresent 
Dean was my amicus surive, endorging all 
my acts and being a constant visitor at my 
office. He knows how I worked to build upon 
the foundation already laid, how my efforts 
resulted in the material increase of students. 
Day and night Icould be found at rby desk 
laboring tor the good of the col- 
lege, unselfishly and without | praise. 
He knows that I established the ‘‘organ’’ of 
the college to better carry out the plan of 
campaign, and at great expense to myself, 
He knows that through my instrumentality 
the St. Louis Academy of Medicine was or- 
ganized, to give the friends of the school and 
the professors an opportunity of crystallizing 
their forces and toimprove their opportunil- 
ties. And he above all others understands 
that I was always ready to act when the col- 
lege required work to assist its purpose. 
During all this time, every influence that I 
could use was directed to the elevation of the 
present Dean to the position he now holds. 
At the end of the session two years ago a de- 
tection took place, Drs. Bond, Love, Carpen- 
ter, French, Lemen, Summer, Burek and 
Wentler resigning. I was led to believe that 
the ‘‘one man power’’ was the incentive that 
caused it, and being intimately connected 
with this power I felt that if the school would 
be benefited, I would resign my positions. I 
didso. The reorganization led to the elec- 
tion of Dr. Barnes as Deanand Dr. G. 
W.Cabeas Secretary. Fromthat very mo- 
ment the visits and attentions of the present 
Dean ceased, and all my good service for the 
college was requited by the arrangement of 
combinations in the facuity, in which my 
father and myself had novoice whatever. 
This state of affairs has existed for the past 
seventeen montns. Nowtothe present dilf- 
ficulties. 

Sometime before the holidays of 1891 the 
dean, in his individual capacity, and in the 
presence ofthe Professor of the Nose and 
Throat, called my attention to an article 
which I had written inthe Weekly Medical Ie- 
view, in which Ihad used the name of Dr. 
Etavard freely in connection with some in- 
teresting casesof deformity which he had 
sentme. I was informed that such associa- 
tion would lead ‘to difficulties, and that it 
would be best for me to desist. I told the

Now, What was the result of my examina- 
tion. Thirty-six examined. All matriculated 
by a minor, a relative of the dean. All fees 
received by this minor, or female reiative of 
the dean. No preliminary examination at 
all! no Hterary or school certificates filed! 
andinsome instances no tickets or affidavits 
filed toshow that the applicant for gradua- 
tion had attended a medical school prior to 
his entrance into the Physicians and Ssur- 
geons. Hence my dismissal! 

To show thatthe Dean nad neglected the 
most important part of his duty, a committee 
of the faculty was appointed to arrange the 
discrepancies, as was evidenced by a notice 
on the blackboard aemanding credentials of 
those who had not filedthem. Shall I yet re- 
fer to the disgraceful conduct of the professor 
of nervous diseases, when he challenged to 
persoral combat one of the students of the 
college, Guring a lecture, and for a slight tn- 
fringement Of discipline? And shall I call at- 
tention to the cooiness with which this stu- 
dent responded? Was this infringement of 
dignity? Was it reprimanded? Was it in- 
vestigated? 

Must I mention the direct charge of ignor- 
ance both of his branch and his spelling 
brought against the Dean by Dr. A. C. Ber- 
nays, and before the class, too? Was this 
reprimanded? Was this an infringement 
of dignity? 

Let me conciude! With Dr. Etavard’s per- 
sonal conduct I have nothing to do! His 
friendship has been beneficial to the college 
and myself He was the assistant to the 
genito-urinary, medical and gynecological 
clinics; he wasthe Secretary of the St. Louis 
Academy of Medicine; he was at the college 
dozens of times last year assisting me and 
operating himself, and all this time adver- 
tising everywhere and in everthing! Nota 
voice was against him,though the gentlemen 
of the faculty supped and wined with him. 
And though the professor of anatomy has 
been in Dr. E.’s office operating for him, 
Knowing allithe time that advertising was 
his method of gaining practice. 

And I must conclude by asking the Dean if 
he has not at this moment jeopardized the 
standing of the graduates who are to prac- 
tice in the State of lilinois by pot maintain- 
ing the standard demanded by the minimum 
requirements of the [Illinois Board of 
Health? Have they had a lecturer on 
hygiene and State medicine? Has such a lec- 
turer or professor signed on the diploma? 
How many lectures on anatomy were de- 
livered during the course? And, in fine, how 
many clinical lectures on medicine proper 
were delivered at the City Hospitai? 

Let us see if the matter of dignity does not 
work both ways. 

DR. BARNES’ DENIAL. 

Dr. A. §. Barnes, Dean of the faculty of 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons, was 
seen by a Post-DIspaTcu reporter, and in- 
forme.tj of the statements made by Dr. Bauer 
in the above formal presentation of the lIat- 
ter physician’s side of the unpleasant con- 
troversy. Dr. Barnes declined to discuss the 
matter further, but denied in toto the state- 
ments relative tothe college and its faculty 
as made by Dr. bauer. 

At a meeting of the graduating ciass of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons held at 
Entertainment Hali last Saturday afternoon, 
the following resolutions were adopted:

MISSOURI RAILWAY BUILDING BURNED. 


The Losses Estimated at $50,000— 
Twenty-one Oars Destroyed. 

A portion of the power-house and car sta- 
bles of the Missouri Railroad Co. on Compton 
and Laclede avenues was destroyed by fire 
last night. About §:30an alarm was turned 
in by Private Watchman Lawson Van Bibber, 
who saw fire in the paintshop in the east half 
of the building, The fire. progressed 
sO rapidly that two more alarms 
were sent in immediately. When 
the engines arrived the eastern 
half of the bufiding was all afire, so it was 
abandoned, and all efforts directed toward 
saving the part not burning. The burnt por- 
tion of the building was occupied by the 
main office, the paint shop, the car shop, 
repair shop and motor shop. Twelve cars 
stored on the second floor and nine on the 
first were completely destroyed. The build- 
ing, which was two stories high, was valued 
at $53,000. Only balf of it was destroyed, 
however. The loss oncarsis placed at $27,- 
000, making the total nearly $0,060. The 
origin of the fire is supposed to have been 
spontaneous combustion in a lotof greasy 
waste in the paint shop. 


THE COLDWATER BURGLARS. 


Description of the Supposed Bank Rob- 
bers—Amount Stolen. 


COLDWATER, Mich., March 16.—It is now 
given out by President Dennis of the Cold- 
water National Bank, which was robbed on 
the night of the 2d inst., that the amount 
taken by the burglars was $14,000 in currency, 
$4,000 in gold and $2,000in silver. The gold 
coin found on the floor of the vault was 
scratched, marred and bent and the paper 


is pepe mangled and scorched, as a re- 
suit of the explosion of nitro-glycerine used 
in breaking the safe. 

There were aiso taken from the vault forty 
‘*deferred’’ bonds of the Ph ladeiphia &

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HOSPITAL AUTHORITIES PUZZLED. 


Mystery Surrounding a Man Who Died at 
St. Luke’s—The Remains Unburied. 


The authorities of &. Luke’s Hospital, 
Nineteenth street and Washington avenue, 
are very anxious tolearna little more con- 
cerning a patient who had died there on the 
13th of this month and whose remains have 
not yet been claimed by any one, 
But little is known of the man himself, as he 
was very reticent abogt his affairs, and told 
littie more than his name. 

On Feb. 23 William Black came to the hos- 
pital, saying he was sick, and made arrange- 
ments to stay there. It was found 
that he was suffering from pneumonia and in 
spite of all that could be done he died on the 
12th of this month. He said he came 
from Chicago and had relatives 
there, but did not say where they lived or 
what theirnames were. When the patient 
died the police of Chicago were telegraphed 
and requested to hunt up someof Bilack’s 
relatives.

840 Wabash avenue. A telegram was sent 
there, but so far nojanswer has been received. 

The Chicago police authorities claim that 
there tis no 840 Wabash avenue and conse- 
quently can go no further, 

The Superintendent of the Hospital said

THE Governor’s message points with 
pride to a $2,663,000 reduction of the State 
bonded debt, a 37% per cent reduction of 
the tax rate, and an increase of $111,000,000 
in the assessed value of the taxable prop- 
erty during®his administration.

THe Beckman case is a fair illustration 
of the inefficiency of the present method of 
enforcing the liquor laws. Three petitions 
of the BECKMANS for a license for their 
saloon have been passed up by the Police 
Board with a recommendation to the Col- 
lector that the license be not issued. Yet 
the saloon has been kept open and liquor 
solid without interruption or the infliction 


of punishment upon the proprietors until 


to-day, when they were fined $100. The 
BECKMANS have run a saloon without a 
license in violation of the law and have 
made money by the plan. 

THE UNIVERSITY QUESTION. 

The House vote of 69 for Sedalia and 67 
for Columbia shows a very small margin of 
preference for Sedalia—a margin which 
may be reversed in the Senate. But even if 
there is a small majority for Sedalia in the 
Senate also, the Governor’s veto will prob- 
ably knock out the removal project even at 
the risk of putting the Legislature in a 
bad humor for voting the needed rebuild- 
ing appropriation. 

It seems to us that if the university is 
to be removed at all, it should be removed 
only on a proposition commanding enough 
support to over-ride the Governor’s veto. 
The proposition should be so clearly ad- 
vantageous to the university and to the 
State as to command the approval of a 
large majority, at least, in both houses. 
A narrow margin of only two votes in fa- 
vor of removal—supposably due to mere 
local favoritism for Sedalia as against Co- 
lumbia—would make the former’s tenure 
of the prize very frail indeed. 


It would show that she got it by ‘‘aj 


scratch,’’ by a proposition which nearly 
half the members considered less accept- 
able than Columbia’s‘bid. This would be 
equivalent to a notice to all the ambitious 
towns in the State that any one of them 
could at any time wrest the university 
from Sedalia by outbidding her ever so 
little. 

Now it would do Sedalia no good to 
get the prize on any such terms, and we 
do not see how the Legislature can bene- 
fit the university by putting it on wheels, 
to be hawked about the State periodically 
for lease to whatever town may bid a few 
dollars more than any other for temporary 
possession of it. 

We still believe that the removal of the 
university is simply a question of public 
policy and expediency for the legislative 
authority to decide. But the consider- 
ations and inducements should be so com- 
manding as to put a close vote out of the 
question and to insure the permanency of 


the new location.

MONOPOLY’S MISCHIEF. 


To accquit the tariff of all responsibility 
for the failing off in our ocean-carrying 
trade, formerly larger than that of any 
other country except Great Britain, a Re- 
publican organ says: 

The oeean-earrying trade is one of the least 
profitable of the big enterprises that money 
can be invested in. American capitalists 
can use their money to better advantage 
than is offered in this line ofactivity. This 
is the chief reason why Americans do less 
of this business now than they did formerly. 


Now, if the ocean-carrying trade has no 
attractions for American capital, why is 
so much of the latter invested in steamship 
lines sailed under foreign flags? If our 
tariffand navigation laws ha@yé ‘‘little or 
nothing to do with it,’’ why do Americans 
have to hoist foreign flags on foreign-built 
ships instead of sailing them under their 
own flag? That flag would confer privi- 
leges and advantages now denied to Amer- 
ican owners and increase profits already 
sufficient to attract American capital to 
foreign steamship lines. 

The chief reason why Americans now 
pay so many millions of freightage to for- 
eign ships is foundin the laws by which 
we have sought to foster and favor monop- 
oly combinations in ship building and 
ocean transportation. By such legislation 
we have driven American ship builders 


‘andthe American flag out of the ocean- 


carrying trade and limited both to coast- 
wise and inland traffic. By such legisla- 
tion we have enabled GOULD and Hunrt- 
INGTON to establish steamship lines main- 
tained only for the purpose of preventing 
cuts in transcontinental rail rates. By 
such legislation we have enabled railway 
companies to suppress even river competi- 
tion with their lines everywhere except by 
the Lake route, where Canadian vessels 
and roads come to our assistance. And it 
is now seriously proposed in Congress to 
deprive the West of that little relief from 
monopoly. 
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THE murder of Deputy Sheriff WIrLLIAMs 
by the Taney County mob has served a 
purpose which may give ‘beneficial results. 
It has called the attention of the people 
to the brutality and barbarism of mob exe- 
cutions, and aroused the State authorities 
to a realization of their duty in the preser- 
vation of law and order. A few examples 
of the punishment of lynchers who defy 
authority and siay officers of the law 
in order to wreak vengeance upon a 
criminal would have an excellent effect. 


People who donot know it should be} 


taught thata lynching is a greater crime 
against the State than a murder and that 
to kill an officer for doing his duty in the 
protection of a prisoner from a mob is the 
greatest crime that can be committed. 
State Government is a farce if crimes of 
this sort are permitted to pass without 
punishment. 


THE striking coal miners of England 
seem to be very confident that they will 
accomplish their purpose and increase 
their wages by forcing up the price of coal. 
But itis not clear that this will follow. 
The operators will pay only what they 
must for labor, no matter what the value 
of the product may be. Trade unions are 
& more powerful influence in England than 
in this country, and have succeeded 
notably in securing better terms for 
the men, but they have always used 
coercion in one form or another, If 
prices go up as a consequence of this 
strke the unions will probably have to 
strike again in order to get their share of

VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW CLAIMED BY 
THE W. 6, T. U. 


The St. Louis Union Sends a Resolution 

- t@ Foreman Piant-—The Anderson Bill 
Discussed Before the Council Commit- 
tee—Collector Ziegenhein Arraigned by 
Citizens. 


The people attached to the little theaters 
and concert halls where women sing in 
cracked voices and dance in tights and short 
skirts, and then go into private boxes to per- 


suade mento buy beer and wine for them, | 


are in Consultation to-day. 

It has in some way transpired from the 
Four Courts that the Grand-jury is investi- 
gating them, at the request, of 
the Woman’s Ohristian Temperance 
Union, Mrs. F. H. Ingalls, the President of 
the organization, was called on at her home 
in Westminster place, and asked if the asso- 
clation had called the attention of 
the Grand -jury to the concert 
halls. She gave the reporter a copy of 
ofa resolution which she said had been 
adopted by the district W. C. T. U. yesterday 
and sent to Mr. George Piant. foreman of the 
Grand-jury. The resolution is: 

Whereas, it has come to the notice of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union that there are in exist- 
ence in the city certain theaters and concert halls 
known as the London on Fourth street; the Crystal 
Palace, Seventh and Elm; Frank & Bryants, Sixth 
and Spruce; Thompsen’s,Sixth and Elm; Escher’s on 
St. Charies street, Hugo Zeller’s on Sixth street and 
the Winter Garden, in whieh women and 
girlsare employed as dancers, musical rformers 
and séliers of liquorin connection with the regular 
business of the saloon, ail in violation of sec. 3806 
art.6, chap. 47, p. 910, vol. 1, Revised Statutes ot 
the State of Missouri, 1589, 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we pray your hon- 
orabla\body, the Grand-jary, to fully investigate this 
terrible evil in the cases above mentioned, and 
use the rights in your power to suppress the same. 

We also petition you to investigate the violation of 
the Sunday-closing law and bringin true indictments 
against the offenders.

The law alludedto inthe resolution pro- 
vides thatno owner or keeper of a place 
where liquoris sold shall employ women or 
girlsas waiters, ortosing or dance, under 
penalty of fine and imprisonment. 

‘*‘We can do no more than to show the 
Grand-jury thatthe law is being violated in 
certain places,’’ said Mrs. Ingalls. ‘‘Itis 
well known that women sing and dance in 
these halis and help tosell liquor. Weare 
protesting in the name of the women of our 
city, and we hope the Grand-jury will take 
vigorous measures to stop the practice.’’ 

THE ANDERSON BILL. 

Collector Ziegenhein was in rapture when 
he stood up on the Council floor yesterday to 
oppose the Anderson dramshop bill, which 
takes the power of issuing licenses out of his 
hands and gives itto the Police Board. On 
one side were the Saloon-keepers’ Commit- 
tee, who had been sent upto the City Hall by 
the Liquor Dealers’ Protective Association to 
beat the Dill. President H, J. Hinsman of 
the State Organization, P. J. Carmody, Capt. 
John W. Howard and Michael O’Malley, the 
master of Union Market. On the other 
side, inthe lobby seats were Mrs. F. H. In- 
gails, President of the State W. C.T. U.; 
Mrs. E. P. Johnson, the noted leader of 
charitable work and a score of other ladies of 
the association. Before him were the three 
sympathetic members of the Police Commit- 
tee, Councilmen John C. Bensieck, Andrew 
F. Hoolan and Charles E. Wehner. Behind 
him, in the members’ chairs, sat Councilmen 
W. f. Anderson and Albert Arnstein, and 
crowding the sofas against the walls andthe 
door leading into the Secretary’s office 
were city officials and other politicians, 
with a few lobbyists. Mayor Noonan’s sec- 
retary, J. W. Brennan, President George 
Burnet of the Board of Public Improvements, 
and Ed Butler were among these. 

Just before the ladies of the W. C.T. U. 
came in Councilmen Anderson and Bensieck 
had a sharp passaye-at-arms. ‘‘I want you 
totreatthis bill squarely,’’ said Anderson, 
‘‘and reportit, for or against, at once. If 
you are friends of Ziegenhein that’s the prop- 
er thing to do,’”’ 

**We’ve got to study it first,’ ’said Bensieck. 
‘*We don’t know what’s in it.’’ 

‘**‘Yes you do, too,’’ returned Anderson. 
*‘*Now come out like a manand take a stand 
on it.’’ 

Coucilman Anderson made the first speech 
on the bill, urging its merits onthe commit- 
tee. When he finished Councilman Bensieck 
had the present law read. 

‘‘] don’t see any difference in the two 
laws,’’ then said he, 

‘*‘You don’t,’’ said Councilman Anderson. 
‘* All right, then; report the bill.’’ 

THE WOMEN FOR IT, 

Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Ingalis spoke. They 
both said that the bill would help to close the 
low dives ofthe city where women were em- 
ployed. Mrs. Johnson said that under the 
present system the majority of citizens ona 
block had absolutely no powerto Keep outa 
saloon when somebody wanted to open one, 
They were followed by Dr. James L, Day, 
who gave instances where the present law 
had allowed the Collector to impose saloons 
on a block when many more than a majority 
of the citizens had objected. 

Under all this fire the Collector sat smiling, 
nowandthenexchanging glances with the 
Saloon Committee. President Hinsman, 
Capt. Carmody and Capt. Howard then spoke 
against the bill, objecting principally to 
police control of the saloons. President 

nsman defended the business of saloon 
keeping, Capt. Howard eulogized the 1,800 
saloonkeepers and Capt. Carmody was severe 
on the police. All then deciared that the bill 
would *‘place them underthe ban of crimi- 
nals,’’ a pretty sounding expression 
which Capt. Oarmody originated and 
others adopted. Capt. Car- 
mody read from the constitution 
ofthe organization ofthe saloon keepers to 
show thatthe association intended to pro- 
mote temperance andthen walked over to 
the ladies and offered them the book. Some 
stared straight before themand wouldn’t 
notice him. One old lady took the book and 
thanked him pleasantly. Carmody’s face, 
which had began to look flerce as he was cut, 
relaxed, and he walked back in front of the 
committee and resumed his speech. 

The eoliector then made a very longspeech, 
andthe saloonkeepers applaudea him. He 
said they paid their licenses promptly and 
willingly, and he helpedto pay someofit, 
as he was one of their customers. 

DIVES WILL ALWAYS EXIST. 

As for the dives, they could never be closed, 
They would always be in thecity. He had 
been very lucky since he had been in office.

THE BECKMANS FINED. 


JUDGE MORRIS SAYS THEY CANNOT RUN THEIR 
HALL WITHOUT-A LICENSE. 

August, Louis and Henry Beckman were 
tried in thé First District Police Court to-day 
on a charge of running a theater at 16 South 
Broadway without a license and were fined 
$100, Thecase had been continued several 
times, but at the last continuance Judge 
Morris said that no further delay would be 
tolerated, and so when the case 
was called this morning, the three 


brothers appeared before the bar of justice 
and pleaded not guilty tothe charge against 
them. They were represented by Attorney 
McNamara, whilethe city was represented 
by Ben Clark. ‘ 

Officer Goetz was the only witness exam- 
ined, but the evidence wasenough for the 
Judge. He testified that the defendants ran 
aconcert hallin connection with their sa- 
loon on South Broadway, and that although 
they charged no admission fee, the trons 
were expected to patronize the bar, The en- 
tertainments consisted of music and Cangas 
and took place in the afternoons as well 
evenings, regular matinees being held dally. 
While the spectators and auditors were not 
required to patronize the bar, they were ex- 
pected to do so. 

Mr. McNamara asked for the discharge of 
the defendants on the ground that their con- 
certs were free to the pubic. but the Judge 
held that the law required a license for all 
such shows run for gain. ‘‘Now, does any 
one suppose,’’ asked the court, ‘‘that these 
men are ——s that concert hall for the 
— good or for charity or for anyone’s 

nefit and gain except their own? Now, if 
it is run for gain, they ought to pay a license 
and they must pay a license.’’ 

Mr. McNamara read from an old ordinance 
and tried to convince the Judge that the 
legal definition of an entertainment for gain 
wasan entertainment to which admission 
was charged, but the court would not accept 
the definition, and stopped further proceed- 
ings by iunposing a fine of $100 on the propri- 
etors of the place. The Beckmans took an 
appeai,and gave bond in the sum of $300, with 
Henry Nicolaus as security. 

The Police Board passed on a new petition 
of tne Beckmans yesterday fora license for 
their concert haliand decidedon the report 
made by Capt. Young that the petition did 
not have the requisite number of signatures 
and to-day Collector Ziegenhein was notifie 
of the action of the board. This makes three 
esegeee foralicense which the Beckmans 

ave presented tothe Collector and which 
the latter has referred tothe Police Board, 
and the action of the board in each case has 
been the same. Each of the petitions has 
been refused, but the concert hall has been 
kept open all the time just as if the license 
had been granted. 


UNIVERSITY REMOVAL. 


The Mischievous.Struggle Over the Loca- 
tion. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The proposition toremove the University 
from Columbia was not before the people, 
when the present Legislature was elected. It 
was not even dreamed of by the public. The 
vote of the members is therefore their in- 
dividual opinion, and not representa- 
tive of popular sentiment. The capi- 
tal and the University are the two 
most prominent landmarks of the 


State. The one is on the south and the other 
on the north side of the great river that 
divides the State intwain. Thenorth side 
hasthe majority in wealth and to 
and it will not be content with both of these 
institutions located on the south side and 
both United States Senators thrown in to 
be given to the south side. There 
would be a perpetual war inaugurated. 
Columbia is a slow town and has been inacces- 
sible, but the A. &T. Ratliroadis being built 
through itand ina few months it will have 
all the railroad facilities that the university 
needs. Is it desirable to expose the flery 
youths of the State to the influences of a rail- 
road center? 

Sedalia seems determined to have some- 
thing. It is ambitious and covetous. For 
years it claimed the Capital, but what did It 
all amount to? Thousands of Missourians 
have been educated at Columbia, They form 
perhaps the larger rt of the active and 
controlling menof the State at this time. 
They will stand by their Alma Mater. At 
least they Ought tn all fairness to be given an 
opportunity to be heard from. They knowa 
great deal more of the subject matter than 
men here, many of whom have never been to 
Columbia. 

There was a great contest over the location 
ofthe University fifty years ago. Columbia 
won on a fair issue. The State accepted the 
bonus given by its citizens and is in all honor 
bound to keep the bargain fn good faith. The 
bonus offered now by other places should cut 
no figure whatever in the question. To re- 
move the University is to put it on wheels. 
It would be located on an uneasy foundation 
at Sedalia. Columbia would have a moral 
right to fight against it forever until [It was 
put back again, and the Bonstick country Is 
no insignificant factor in Missouri politics. 
Every attempt hereafter to aid it or build it 
up at Sedalia would be met with violent 
local opposition. 

Reminiscences grow up around universities 
andchurches. What Englishman would lis- 
ten to a proposal to remove Oxford? How 
many votes would a proposal to remove 
Heidelberg, Yale, Harvard or the University 
of Virginia receive? The untversity at Co- 
lumbia is practically coeval with the 
State, and there it should remain. 
The question of bonuses and dollars 
and cents is contemptible compared with the 
broad underlying sentiment of the main body 
of the people of the State that their one 
great seat of learning is permanent. The 
people of Boone Oounty and of Columbia 
are as good as those of alla and 
Pettis County. The one will treat the 
universit about the same as the 
other. ut many of the. most distin- 
guished and best citizens of Missourt, notably 
James 8. Rollins, have given most of their 
talents and livesto the building up of the 
institution at Columbia. They are now sleep- 
ing powerless in their honored graves, but 
all Missouri knows how warmly and power- 
fully they would speak if they could rise irom 
the dead. We say to the members of the 
Legisiature—Don’T.

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COUNCILMEN HORTON AND MEIER DE-

If the Resolution Is Concurred in by the 
Oouncil the Mayor Can Appoint to the 
Offices — Dr. \Brennan’s Name Again 
Sent in for Health Commissioner—City 
Hall News. 


Delegate James Egan introduced a resolu- 
tion in the House of Delegates last evening, 
which, though to all appearances very inno- 
cent, is evidently loaded for bear, Mr. 
Eagan’s motion thatthe House adjourn on 
April 4 was passed by that honorable body, 
and shall next come before the Council 
for concurrence, as neither body can adjourn 
for more than seven days without the other’s 
permission. Further, neither branch can 
adjourn sine die without the other’s concur- 
rence as the sessions of both branches of the 
Municipal Assembly must terminate together. 
If the Council should agree in the resolution 
some startling results are likely to occur. 

The day after the Council adjourns 
the Mayor has the power to nomi 
nate whom he -pleases for either 
Fire Ohief or Water Commissioner and 
the Council not being in session, he can 
qualify and assume the duties of his office 
until he is either confirmed or rejected by the 
Council when it reorganizes and acts upon 
his appointment, In any event, his prede- 
cessor, who holds office until his successor is 
appointed and qualifies, is out of his job, as 
both these requisites have been complied 
with. The friends of Messrs. Holman and 
Lindsay, whose official scalps are in dire dan- 
ger if the resolution ever passes both houses, 
were greatly excited this morning at the 
probable outcome of the delegates’ action. 
It was admitted on all sides that if the reso- 
lution passed both Houses it meant the de- 
capitation of both officials for whose reten- 
tion such a strong fight has been made by 
their friends in the Council. 

Another report circulated quite generally 
at the Council meeting last evening was that 
the new compine were going to report all of 
the Mayor’s nominations to the Council for 
action. A member of the new com- 
bination stated last evening that Mr.

$20,000 and a purse of $25,000, and that the 
contest is to come off before the Olympic 
Club of New Orleans on Wednesday, Sept. 
7s 1892, in case that organization 
gives the purse demanded, otherwise the 
men were to fight before some club to be 
mutually agreed upon. The sporting editor 
of the New York WorRLD is to be temporary 
stakeholder until June 1, the date of the 
second deposit, when the final stakeholder ts 
to be selected.
